Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because claim 1 (ABbr) is an evidence 
claim which indicates that the combination (Bsp/ABbr) does not rely upon the specific 
details of the subcombination (Bsp) for patentability (see M.P.E.P 806.05(c)(lll)). The 
subcombination has separate utility such as used in an interferometer or flow meter. If 
claim 1 (ABbr) is subsequently found to be unallowable, the subcombination will be 
rejoined.
